DEFYING THE WORLD 
The m ost am azin g phase of th e course bein g 
pursued by the bellig eren t fascist dictator of 
Italy in his determ in ation to an n ex the rich te r­ 
ritories of E thiopia is his th re a t ag ain st the world 
in g en eral con cern in g san ction s an d trade em - 
barg os. 


Italy has en oug h arm am en t an d m un ition s to 
wag e the un justified attack on Ethiopia in defi­ 
n itely . By strict lim itation s a t home, other su p­ 
plies will last a lon g tim e but Italy has to depen d 
solely on outside sources for the im portan t prod­ 
uct of oil to furn ish fuel for airplan es, m otorized 
arm y equipm en t an d ships an d therein lies the 
touchy spot so far as M ussolin i is con cern ed. 


W hen the 51 Leag ue of N ation s m em bers th re a t­ 
en ed to.cut off all ex ports of oil to Italy coupled 
w ith the restriction s th a t are bein g attem pted 
by the U n ited States, the fiery dictator lashes out 
w ith his defian t th re a t to the world. Such ac­ 
tion s, he say s, will be in terpreted as “hostile” an d 
th a t “serious con sequen ces” m ay en sue. 
Such a diplom atic bluff has n o cou n terpart in 
m odern history an d has actually serv ed to delay 
action on th e part of the Leag ue. P rem ier Lav al 
of Fran ce, in his fran tic effort to preserv e peace 
in Europe an d to sav e his own political power, 
has succeeded in deferrin g the Leag ue’s scheduled 
m eetin g to discuss application of an oil em barg o. 
No direct th rea ts hav e been issued by M usso­ 
lin i to the U n ited S tates althoug h he h as ex ­ 
pressed surprise an d in dig n ation tow ard our g ov ­ 
ern m e n t’s efforts to restrict trade in poten tial 
w ar m aterials w ith Italy . 


Such defian ce by Italy should be m et w ith 
stricter reg ulation s of ex ports of w ar m aterials 
from this coun try . We should hav e n o h an d in 
aidin g the un prov oked ag g ression of a peaceful 
an d practically defen seless n ation by a superior 
power whose on ly idea is self g ain .
